his own Grandeur, and mot a Princely Pity, or a Rightful Juſtice that was the Metive.

Mafter's Rights, Mufortunes, Command:, and Religion, onght to challenge our Care, and 
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deauour in order to # Retrieve. 


But'I mention not this (Gentlemen) to boaſt of my Services, which wou'd be 
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Ridiculous, in theſe reduced Circumwfances ; But to Convince you, that there's no 
tune, — wherein there cou'd be the leaſt hope of regaining our dechning -Privi 
which could make me deſiſt my Endeavours, even from our firit Loffes betore Ly 
Derry, tothe laſt Overthrow we received at Agbrim, and the Surrender of our or 
cruicing Sea port of Galleway ; whereby all Communication of Affiſtance was cut off aj 
now we have but a handful of Men to oo 4 Numerows, Vitterious rmy. And'ys 
cord ſtill lead on our little Strength, hope for Victory, if we had only Fleth 
Blood to Engage; But now we muſt expe@ to ſtruggle with Famine, and fruitleſs Fn 
Fation of farce Rel:ef': Nor is there any avoiding theſe Miſerys at boze,it we conſulth 
liecle our Dependancies muſt be-from abroad, What ſhall we ſay about the Elrion, 
Inauguration of Pepe Innocent the XIlrb, which is yet a deeper ſtab to our Caule ? 
Lews, if he wou'd be real to our Roys! Maſter, has now enough to do to ſecure hin 
The Concluding Treaty betwixt the Turk and Empereur 3 the Quicting of Scerland; 
our own Loſſes at the Boywe, Athlone,” &c. together with our preſent Circum 
have no promifing Indications of Hope or Liberty : And what is yet more than all 
by our Obſtinacy we ſeem' to fight againſt Heayen, who (in ſuch a peculiar mat 
Bleſfes both the Cauſe and Arms of their preſent Vitoriow Majeſties cf —_— by hy 
Refor -1ation of Manners at Homme, and Succeſles Abread ; So that my laſt Reſolves; 
To Submit upon «s Honoursble Terms as can be got , and I am ya farther fixt in this my 
ſolution, by the Advices ſent me from Monfiexr Duſlone, late Governour of Gallas 
who has alſo Submitted, and obtained for them that were with him, the Penefit of 
Lords Faſtices Proclamation, which gives them their Eſtates and Liberties. þ 
Gentlemes, I thought it convenient to mention theſe things ro you; and I hope 
will follow my Example, and Advice, and make uſe of your Intereſt in perſwadingd# 
under you to a general Reſignation to Their Majeltics, by laying hold of the Prod 
tion, whereby you Will divert the Miſery of a Sicge, and prevent the Effuſion of n 
Blood ; for "cis no lenger a prudent Valour, but an inconſiderate Raſhneſs to be O 
nate.—-———— And now (Gentlemen) [think gothing remains, but that we uſe our Rb 
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fon in this Extremity, by conſulting what Terms and Propoſals may be made before, c;
